Government Says Revolt 
Failing As Guns Pound 
at San Sebastian

Capture of the town and prov¬ 
ince of Santander, on the Bay of 
Biscay, was announced by a Span¬ 
ish rebel ra Jio station today as 
word filtered through that other 
far northern communit—s faced 
shortage of both food and water. 

Targets of bitter Fascist attacks 
by both shell and rifle fire as the 
rebels fought for access to the 
northern seaboard which would as¬ 
sure them more arms and ammu¬ 
nition, the northern, Loyalist-held 
communities of San Sebastian, 
Renteria and Irun were reported 
to be fighting doggedly for their 
existence. 

Rebel Guns Roar 
Madrid heard that great concen¬ 
trations of insurgent troops were 
stacking arms and taking inven¬ 
tory just to the south of the be¬ 
leaguered bay towns in prepara¬ 
tion for an assault intended to 
wipe out every vestige of leftist 
military control in the far north. 

Rebel guns pounded away at 
San Sebastian. Food was scarce 
and water was being rationed. 

The capture of Santander, if the 
rebel radio report from Tetuan, 
Spanish Morocco, proved to be cor¬ 
rect, would be a signal strategic 
victory for the forces attempting 
to overthrow Madrid’s leftist 
regime. 

Mass in South 

Coincident with fresh insurrec¬ 
tionist claims of victory was a 
government announcement that 
the civil war was near its death. 
Leftists said 13 Spanish communi¬ 
ties dominated by rebels had been 
captured. 

But in the south, where in¬ 
surgents are massing, reinforced 
by Spanish Moroccan troops, the 
Fascists occupied the hills sur-

UP)—A bench 
warrant was issued today for 
George S. Kaufman, Broadway 
dramatist, as Mary Astor, auburn- 
haired film actress, was cross-ex¬ 
amined concerning her relations 
with him.

Brilliant Career of Lincoln 
Steffens Closes at 
70 Years 


Two Deaths Result From 
Fires; 100,000 Acres 
Burn Near San Jose 


CARMEL, CP) Lincoln Steffens, 
crusading leader in the soealled 
"muckraking" era of American 
journalism, is dead. 

The 70-year-okl writer, lecturer 
and one-time newspaper and mag¬ 
azine editor, succumbed to a heart 
ailment at his Carmel home, press¬ 
ing with his last, feeble strength 
the hand of his divorced wife, Ella 
Winter, radical author. 

Their 10-year-oid son Peter, 
who friends said was tb; inspira¬ 
tion of one of Steffens' last •o-kr 

-hfs autobiography—was also at 
the bedside when death came 
shortly before 6 p. m., yesterday. 

Educated in California and uni¬ 
versities of Europe, Steffens, a 
native of San Francisco, entered 
the newspaper field in New York 
and in 1902 became managing 
editor of McClure's magazine. 

In this position and later, as 
associate editor of the American 
and Everybody’s magazine, he en¬ 
couraged the school of journalism 
to which President Theodore 
Roosevelt applied the term of 
"muckrake.” 

Steffens led the crusade, aimed 
at fraud, graft and social injustice 
in both public and private affairs, 
with his series of articles on "The 
Shame of the Cities,” "The Strug¬ 
gle for Self-Government" and 
others. 

In his later years he became 
what friends described as a 
"Philosophic Communist." 

He had remained intensely in¬ 
terested in social and economic 
affairs to the last and was editor 
of the "Pacific Weekly,” published 
at Carmel as a forum of fact and 
left wing opinion on the West 
Coast.

Orange county’s annual beet 
harvest was starting slowly today, 
with small crews in the field on 
what was termed by growers as 
a "warming up” activity for the 
usual late summer campaign, 
which will probably start Wednes¬ 
day or Thursday and bring 500 
men into the field. 

When full field crews swing into 
action, the Holly Sugar factory 
will start operations, employing 
about 300 men, it was announced. 
The Delhi plant is expected to be 
opened for the usual late summer 
run on Wednesday. 

A lighter crop than last year is 
anticipated by many growers. 
Farm Advisor Harold Wahlbcrg 
said today, due mainly to dry 
weather, which has affected some 
beet acreage. Returns will be 
slightly less on the average, he 
said, although some growers re¬ 
port better than average crops. 


LOS ANGELES, UP)—Ricardo G. 
Hill, Mexican consul here, today 
demanded "due satisfaction" in the 
name of his government for an 
incident in which he charged he 
had been insulted and manhandled 
by a police lieutenant. 

In a communication to Chief of 
Police James E. Davis, the consul 
said: 

“I regret to inform you this 
evening Lieut. Peter Delgado of 
your department insulted and man¬ 
handled me in the lobby of the 
Hayward hotel, stating that my 
official capacity was of no con¬ 
cern to him. 

“In the name of the government 
of Mexico I protest against your 
officer’s conduct and behavior and 
demand due satisfaction.” 

Hill said a similar message had 
been sent to the Mexican embassy 
at Washington. 

The incident, which he said oc¬ 
curred Saturday evening, was de¬ 
clared to have developed from an 
altercation over the management 
of the National Tipica orchestra, 
which has played here during the 
last 10 days. 

Chief Davis and Lieutenant Del¬ 
gado issued denials of the consul’s 
charges and the chief ordered Del¬ 
gado to submit a full report of 
the incident. 


CHICAGO, (A*)—A furious storm 
left a trail of extensive damage 
along the Lake Michigan shore to¬ 
day but the drenching downpour 
revived late crops in an import¬ 
ant section of the drought belt. 

A 60-mile-an-hour wind — ac¬ 
companied by thunder, lightning 
and blinding rain—swept out of 
the north last night. Scores of 
boats were caught in the squall. 

Coast guard vessels labored 
through turbulent waters to the 
rescue of 14 sailing sloops, launch¬ 
es and yachts and several score of 
passengers. 

One drowning was reported at 
Milwaukee, another in the Rock 
River at Sterling, Ill. Wisconsin 
also reported a lightning death. 

Trees were uprooted, poles top¬ 
pled, communication lines tom 
down and streets littered by debris 
in ’ Chicago. Several buildings 
were struck by lightning here. 
Ninety fire alarms were turned in. 

Rain—ending 42 days of aridity 
here—fell in Northern Illinois, 
Northern Indiana and Wisconsin, 
while parts of Minnesota were re¬ 
freshed by showers. 


BLAZE RAGING 
AT SAN JOSE 

SAN JOSE. UPl—Weary fire 
fighters, aided by light showers 
and cooler weather, today were 
mopping up on Santa Clara's worst 
brush fire in years. 

More than 100,000 acres of land 
has already been burned over, and 
thousands of wild animals have 
perished, state fire and game offi¬ 
cials declared. The first may re¬ 
sult in closing Mount Hamilton re¬ 
gion to deer hunters for the rest 
of this season. 

In addition to killing hundreds 
of deer, quail and rabbits, the Coy¬ 
ote watershed, which provides 
water for Coyote Dam, key to the 
Santa Clara Valley water conser¬ 
vation project, has been extensive¬ 
ly damaged, state forestry depart¬ 
ment heads announced.

LOS ANGELES. '71 ’ Howard 
Hughes, millionaire sportsmen- 
flier who cloaks his aviation ex¬ 
ploits in mystery, took off early 
today from Union Air terminal in 
his transport "flying laboratory” 
plane loaded with 1250 gallons of 
fuel. His destination was un¬ 
announced. 

Hughes recently received an al¬ 
lotment from the federal govern¬ 
ment of a special radio wave 
length for possible use on a flight 
around the world. He denied he 
contemplated such a project in the 
immediate future, but admitted he 
would use the radio for "several 
long hops." 

Hughes holds the Los Angeles- 
New York transcontinental record 
and the world land plane speed 
record. He purchased the “flying 
laboratory,” so-called because of 
Its use by an airline, several 
months ago.

WASHINGTON, UPl- A corn 
crop of only 1,439,135,000 bushels 
-the smallest indicated harvest in 
more than 50 years was forecast 
for 1936 today by the federal crop 
reporting board. 

The indicated corn production, 
cut down by weeks of hot, dry 
weather, will be about 2.6 per cent 
less than the short crop of 1934 
when another serious drought 
swept the country. The 1936 crop 
was estimated to be about 56 per 
cent of the average yield. 

The crop reporting board fore¬ 
cast spring wheat production at 
113,648,000 bushels and said the 
condition of this crop was only 
32.8 per cent of normal.

Details of the 1936-37 proposed 
Orange county budget were ready 
today for inspection by taxpayers 
in preparation for a public hear¬ 
ing Thursday, Aug. 20. 

County Auditor W. T. Lambert 
this morning made available print¬ 
ed booklets listing last year's 
spending by departments and 
funds and the amount proposed 
for each department this year. 

Of a total budget of $3,241,776, 
general county functions call for 
$2,312,460, the four road districts 
call for $61,491, and special dis¬ 
tricts call for $876,825. 

Nearly half a million dollars re¬ 
mained unspent in the county gen¬ 
eral fund at the end of the fiscal 
year, the report shows. With $456.- 
862 left over, and $783,009 antici¬ 
pated in revenues, the county must 
raise 1,072,589 in taxes. On this 
figure is based an estimated tax 
rate of 62 cents inside cities. 

The county's tax rate of 62 cents 
is the lowest ever set by any coun¬ 
ty in California in modern times, 
a study revealed today. Placer 
county last year had a tax rate of 
the same figure, as compared with 
69 cents for Orange county. 

Whether Placer county wilt low¬ 
er its budget this year and be low¬ 
er than Orange county has not 
been learned, but budget figures 
indicate Orange county will have 
one of the lowest tax rates in the 
state.

Lindbergh and Dr. Carrel. 

The mechanical heart, which 
was to be presented to the insti¬ 
tute, after the demonstration, in 
recognition of the facilities it ex¬ 
tended in preparation for the ex¬ 
periment. 

After more than four years ex¬ 
perimentation and study, Colonel 
Lindbergh and Dr. Carrell an¬ 
nounced completion of their me¬ 
chanical heart in June, 1935. 

Hailed as a discovery in medical 
progress, it was described as an 
important contribution to allow 
scientists to observe the opera¬ 
tion of live, vital organs in an 
artificial chamber. 

One of the important features 
of the heart, it was said, was 
elimination of bacterial infection 
which previously had complicated 
the study of living organs removed 
from the body.

Spurring Districts 
Toward Action 


Not only the Orange County 
Water district, but cities and cit¬ 
rus areas from Ventura county-to 
San Diego are considering inclu¬ 
sion in the Metropolitan Water 
district, it was revealed today by 
M. W. D. headquarters. 

Made aware of the dangers of 
drought, the areas are seeking to 
protect property of assessed valu¬ 
ations totaling $2,000,000,000 and 
extending over 400,000 acres, ac¬ 
cording to inquiries filed with the 
board of directors of the district. 

Three territories in Orange 
county were listed as inquiring 
about inclusion. They are the Or¬ 
ange County Water District, com¬ 
prising 200,000 acres; the South 
Coast Water District, including the 
city of Laguna Beach; and the 
territory between Santa Ana and 
San Juan Capistrano, including El 
Toro and vicinity. 

Supply Is Plentiful 

Orange county cities now in the 
district are Santa Ana, Anaheim 
and Fullerton. 

Directors said there is assur¬ 
ance of a plentiful and unfailing 
supply of water for the 13 cities 
now in the district. The aqueduct 
is now in its fourth year of con¬ 
struction, with more than 8000 
workmen on the job along a 300- 
mile front.

Snyder, who coached Owens 
t h r o u g h his record-smashing 
Olympic exploits and rates the 
negro as the greatest track ath- 
letf of all time, is advising Jesse 
carefully, however, before he 
makes the professional move 
May Earn $100,000 

“If would he foolish for me to 
stand in Jesse’s way." Snyder 
said “He’s absolutely at the 
height of his fame now. Nothing 
that, he could do in his remaining 
year of college competition would 
lift him to h higher peak in the 
athletic world than he now enjoys. 

"Under the circumstances, I be¬ 
lieve he is justified in accepting 
offers to turn professional as long 
as they are the right kind.

Actually the Brown Buckeye 
gets his name added to the offi¬ 
cial records seven times inasmuch 
as his 200-yard dash and hurdles 
marks both are recognized as new 
standards for 200-meter distances. 

All told, 16 of the marks ap¬ 
proved today were contributed by 
Americans. The most impressive 
list ever added to the record books 
comprised 20, which wiped out 
previous standards as well as 
seven record-equaling exploits.

SATURDAY is a dull day In the 
^ newspaper buslnes. One sits 
around wondering what to do, and 
how to get out of doing it. 

And day before yesterday wasn’t 
any exception, until Tommy 
Bouchey, harbormaster at New- 
port-Balboa, called

out of taking care of a basketfull 
of routine work when Tommy 
asked why I didn’t come on down 
and see the windup of the yacht 
races. You can guess the answer. 

And so, after considerable ma¬ 
neuvering to get out from under 
City Editor Roch Bradshaw, who 
was envious, we boarded Tommy's 
speedboat., to see the finish of the 
regatta, which has been going on 
for nigh onto a week in the ocean 
off Newport.

Outside the Jetties, fair-sized 
breakers made traveling, to me.

Both 
veered away from the marker, and 
then the brover of the two swung 
around ahead of his opponent, laid 
bis boat ovei on her side, and 
barely skidded around, thus gain¬ 
ing several yards on the man be- 
nind him it looked like fun. al¬ 
though awfully wearing on the 
nerves.

FULLERTON IN 
FIVEFOLD 
INCREASE 

Seal Beach Shows Gain 
As Other Communities 
in Upward Swing 

j Heralding an amazing increase 
in building activities in Orange 
county, building figures compiled 
in leading communities for the 
first seven months of 1936 today 
; showed a startling rise over the 
same number of months in 1935. 
j led by Fullerton, Seal Beach. La¬ 
guna and Newport Beaches. 

At Fullerton, totals for the first 
i seven months this year were $535,- 
728, as compared to $95,125, a< - 
i cording t.o Buildnig Inspector Gro¬ 
ver L. Walters, who said that a 
| steady home building program and 
i permits for two school buildings 
were responsible for the huge in¬ 
crease. July, 1935, however, 
i topped the same month this year, 
he added, with $26,098 in permits 
issued in 1925 and $11,330 this 
year. 

Seal Beach Gains 

Seal Beach also showed an 
amazing increase, due to the huge 
community building program re¬ 
cently instituted there. Permits 
for the first seven months of this 
year totalley $31,278, as compared 
to $5,802 for the same period last 
year totalled $31,278, as compared 
I month in 1935 by $10,912 as 
against $1,175, it was announced. 

Building at Newport was boom¬ 
ing, with permits this year reach¬ 
ing a figure of $498,331, as com¬ 
pared to $395,515 last year Per¬ 
mits for July, 1936, were $61,159, 
and in the same month in 1935 to¬ 
talled $35,975. This remarkable 
figure was due almost totally to 
home building, city officials said. 
Anaheim Figures Up 

Anaheim also showed a huge 
gain, with $229,126 recorded this 
year as against $105,349 for the 
the same period in 1935. 

In Orange, 1936 totals topped 
last year as officials reported a to¬ 
tal of $139,343 for this year and 
$40,910 for the first seven months 
of 1935. Huntington Beach and 
Santa Ana both dropped slightly 
, behind last year's figures, with 
the beach community recording 
$36,747 up to July 1, 1936 and 
$56,036 for the previous yeai . in 
Santa Ana the 1935 total was 
$715,034 as against $537,620 this 
year

new homes have boon built in La¬ 
guna Beach since Jan 1.

JUNEAU, Alaska, (JP >—A U. S. 
Coast Guard cutter and a Bureau 
of Indian Affairs official sped for 
Arctic regions today to investigate 
reports of starving Eskimos, some 
of whom were eating their sled 
dogs. 

The cutter Northland was three 
days out of Nome for Barrow, 
farthest north Alaskan settlement, 
on an emergency cruise ordered by 
the U. S. Coast Guard at Wash¬ 
ington, D. C., to aid in the crisis 
along the Arctic rim. 

Charles W. Bawkesworth, as¬ 
sistant director of the Bureau of 
Indian Affairs, was aboard the 
motorship North Star for Nome 
where he will meet the steamer 
Derblay from Seattle loaded with 
100 tons of flour and canned goods 
for Eskimos. 

At Nome the supplies will be 
transferred from the Derblay to 
the North Star for the North. 

First reports of Eskimos starv¬ 
ing were received at the territorial 
governor's office from Capt. C. D. 
Pederson, veteran Arctic trader, 
who said natives on Barter and 
Herschell Islands were destitute 
and without food as their reindeer 
were dying because of a shortage 
of forage moss. He also said 
many deer had been killed by 
wolves. 

At Barrow, Dr. Henry W. Griest, 
Presbyterian medical missionary, 
said Eskimos east of there were 
beginning to eat their sled dogs. 

Dr. Greist said one native fam¬ 
ily killed and ate their sled dogs 
“skin and all" one by one. 

Warehouses along the rim were 
reported empty. 

Particular apprehension was 
felt for 500 Eskimos who live in 
the region east of Barrow. About 
one-third of the population is chil¬ 
dren.

.16 Inches Falls Here 

Rainfall was reported in widely- 
separated areas of the county. 
Santa Ana's precipitation for the 
entire day was duplicated in Hunt¬ 
ington Beach, where .16 inches 
fell. In nearby Newport-Balboa, 
only .02 inches were recorded. 
Northern Orange county escaped 
any large amount of rain, but hea¬ 
vy gusts of wind shook buildings, 
blew down signs and tore branches 
from trees. 

Temperatures in Santa Ana re¬ 
sponded to the strange weather by 
bouncing from a low of 70 degrees 
at 8 a. m. to a high of 98 at 5:25 
p. m. just before the storm 
reached its height. At 6 p. m. Sat¬ 
urday, the mercury had dropped to 
80, and continued downward with 
cooling breezes until a low of 69 
was reached at 3 o'clock this 
morning. 

Gale in Los Angeles 

Other Southern California sec¬ 
tions were more seriously affected, 
it was reported, with a 40-mile 
gale, the strongest in 30 years, re¬ 
corded in Los Angeles, where sev- 
er£t light buildings were blown 
down and a number of person 
overcome by heat. 

Desert sections suffered some 
damage from cloudbursts, with 
most of the damage reported from 
the Los Angeles headquarters of 
the Metropolitan Water district 
aqueduct construction project.

The editor of this column will 
appreciate constructive criticism 
and invites and welcomes sugges¬ 
tions for editorials and editorial 
material. Probably every indivi¬ 
dual favoring the re-election of 
Franklin I). Roosevelt has a par¬ 
ticular reason for so doing. We 
would like to present as many of 
these reasons through this column 
as possible. 


Under the American political 
system, the party in power must 
stand trial before a jury of Amer¬ 
ican voters every four years, must 
give satisfactory account of its 
stewardship, must defend the rec¬ 
ord established. 

It is a wise provision of the 
constitution that, this is so, for it 
is a weakness of human nature 
that man becomes drunken with 
fe wer. The knowledge that there 
is soon to be a period of account¬ 
ing tends t.o keep our rulers with- 
ing th<* bounds of law ami reason. 

In the fourth year of the exer¬ 
cise of national power, the Demo¬ 
cratic party approaches the 1936 
election in the position of a de¬ 
fendant. It has established a 
record. This record is either good 
or bad. Whatever it is, the 
Democratic party must defend it. 

Will Attack Record 

Naturally, the Republican party 
will undertake to show that the 
record is bad. That is the func¬ 
tion of the opposition party, a just 
and necessary function, since gov¬ 
ernment without political opposi¬ 
tion becomes absolute in power. 
Wherever political opposition is 
crushed, dictatorship appears ami 
men lose their liberty. 

The indictment drawn by the 
Republican party in this cam¬ 
paign is more harsh than any that 
has appeared in the present cen- 
tury. 

It charges the Roosevelt admin¬ 
istration with attempt to subvert 
the form and spirit of American 
Institutions and to substitute 
therefore an alien-inspired phil¬ 
osophy of government which is the 
antithesis of Democracy.

It charges the Roosevelt admin¬ 
istration with a lust for power 
which seeks to destroy the balance 
of constitutional function and 
throw into the hands of the execu¬ 
tive that authority which lawfully 
belongs to the congress and the 
supreme court.

county attorney His resignation 
was rendered in September, 1851. 

He was elected judge of the 
southern district in 1852 and he 
held this job until Jan. 1, 1864. 

He happened along when South¬ 
ern California needed his high 
mindedness, due to the letdown 
and failure of Mexican rule. 

He had an encyclopedic mind. 
He kept scrapbooks of his experi¬ 
ence and of what was going on 
nationally and locally. His was 
a fund of valued information. Ban¬ 
croft, the historian, was greatly 
indebted to him for much of the 
accurate information in his valu¬ 
able work. 

“His Pioneer Notes” is recog¬ 
nized as authority by historians. 
His was an immense contribution 
to history. 

His son, Fred, was former may¬ 
or of Los Angeles. 

He died Nov. 15, 1877 at Hotel 
Lafayette in Los Angeles, where 
he lived. 

He came often to the towns in 
this district to administer justice, 
and he traveled by horse or car¬ 
riage. 

His greatest contribution was 
justice with an understanding 
mind and a sympathetic approach. 


Most of all Judge Benjamin 
Hayes was human. In the admin- 
tration of his duty and justice 
he was sympathetic and under¬ 
standing, especially to the poor. 

His was a simplicity of charac¬ 
ter. He was liberal and most re¬ 
sponsive and helpful when some 
good cause needed his efforts. 

He was unassuming, good and 
gentle, and he scorned money be¬ 
yond his needs. How lucky Cali¬ 
fornia was to have such a man 
enter upon the scene during the 
trying times when law and order 
was so much in evidence, and real¬ 
ly that period of transition from 
Mexican to American control was 
a trying one. It took a man like 
Judge Benjamin Hayes to fill the 
needs of Southern California. 

He was born in Baltimore Feb. 
14, 1815. He was educated at St. 
Mary's. He passed the Maryland 
bar at the age of 24. He moved 
to Missouri and practiced law, 
and while there he published a 
temperance magazine which gath¬ 
ered a good following. 

In 1850 Judge Benjamin Hayes 
arrived in Los Angeles. He was 
elected county attorney, which 
was then a prosecuting attorney. 

When he joined partnership with 
Jonathan R. Scott he resigned as

To the juice of a No. 2 can of 
crushed pineapple, she adds enough 
water to make two cups of liquid, 
and brings It to a boil. She mixes 
one cup of sugar, yolks of two 
eggs, a small lump of butter and 
two heaping tablespoons of corn¬ 
starch, and adds to the pineapple 
juice with one teaspoon of vanilla. 

After removing and cooling the 
thickened mixture, she adds the 
crushed pineapple, smooths it into 
a pie shell, covers It with egg 
white and browns the meringue.

endangered or insulted by some damphool in another 
automobile, you had an unusual day. 

For despite the claim to being a civilized people, most 
of us switch back to the caveman complex when we get 
our hands on a steering wheel. Look at the death list. 

It’s a puzzle why decent, courteous men suddenly 
change into snarling, reckless automobile autocrats at the 
feel of a pedal under their foot, but it’s an appalling fact. 

And dozens of preventatives and remedies have been 
suggested in the past few months. But about the best of 
the lot comes from a woman who has driven 650,000 
miles in 34 years without a reportable accident or traffic 
violation. She is Mrs. Nell A. Leavitt, 57, of San Fran¬ 
cisco, just named by State Motor Vehicle Director Ray 
Ingels as California’s “safest” auto driver. 

Mrs. Leavitt—speaking from long experience—be¬ 
lieves that common courtesy and everlasting alertness 
could drive death from the highways. Here are some of 
the rules she follows: 

"Watch the left front wheel of an approaching car to 
find out what the driver is going to do. 

"Make it a point to observe everything along the thor¬ 
oughfare at least 300 feet ahead. 

"Keep the speed of your car in mind and he prepared 
accordingly for emergencies. 

"Watch the feet of old people to determine how long 
they will take to cross the street. 

"Give them the right-of-way and allow them to reach 
the curb. 

"When passing areas in which children are playing, 
keep watch on the youngsters until you are entirely past 
the playing space. 

"Common politeness, courtesy and watchfulness just 
about sum up the safety measures observable by the driver. 
Exercise of these qualities would eliminate much of the 
tragedy in motoring. 

"That means yielding the right-of-way, watching the 
speed of your own car as well as the other, and being pre¬ 
pared for the unexpected." 

If those simple maxims could be miraculously injected 
into the heads of motoring maniacs, the whole problem 
would be solved. But it can't be done that easily. 

It s a matter of education in schools, at clubs, at 
church, in the newspapers, over the radio, by the police 
and by the public at large. And since it’s a life or death 
proposition for many of us, the educational campaign 
can’t start too soon or go too strong. 

One of the rules Rockefeller says he followed, 
through life was never to lose interest in things. Of 
course, he never lost a principle, either. 

Communism and Free Speech 

I F YOU are accustomed to speaking out your mind about 
the government, be thankful you don’t live in Soviet 
Russia. People who criticize the government there are 
classed as agitators. And this brief press dispatch tells 
what happens to agitators in Russia: 

"The provincial court sentenced a band of 11 alleged 
anti-Soviet agitators headed by a medical practitioner to¬ 
day to forced labor and to prison terms from eight to ten 
years. The defendants were accused of seeking to create 
conditions inside the country which ‘would be favorable 
to a bourgeois state in case of war'." 

It’s jail and hard labor for advocating a different 
form of government in Soviet land. That shows how 
treacherous and insincere those Communists in America 
are who defend free speech. The only use they have for 
free speech is to agitate for a form of government that 
would suppress it. 

An Arkansas dog catcher resigned because of 
ridicule. Apparently he drew the line at raspberries 
and dead cats. 

America’s Olympic Victory 

T HANKS to the amazing athletic ability of Jesse Owens, 
the United States found it comparatively easy to cap¬ 
ture the Olympic field and track honors. 

This great runner and jumper has the acclaim and 
best wishes of the world today, just as he had of this 
nation when he first flashed to fame on the campus of his 
alma mater, Ohio State university. 

The triumph of Owens—and the United States—is 
not at all lessened by the jealous attitude of certain Nazis 
who say that our place in the sun is due solely to what 
they call our “black auxiliary force.” 

There is nothing unsportsmanlike in the presence of 
Owens, Woodruff, Robinson and Metcalfe on the American 
team. Indeed, the opposite is true. The unsportsmanlike 
thing would have been to bar these young men from the 
honor of free competition with the best in the United 
States and the world.
